Section 
3184 , contemplates the filing of a complaint before a state or 
federal judge, and if the fugitive is arrested, he shall be 
brought before the magistrate issuing the warrant for a ; •*, 

hearing as to whether he should be extradited • 

The Department continues that while there may be some ~ 
delays at times , the procedure, on the whole, has worked well * 
and has protected the rights of the accused. The proposed Plan 
would appear to place too much power in the International Police 
to pass on the truest and extradition of a fugitive without 
sufficient check by a magistrate and the State Department . 

It is not desired that you convey such to Ifonsieur L, 
Ducloux, Secretary General of the International Criminal Police 
Commission, but it is believed desirable that you bring to the ‘ 
attention of JJonsieur Ducloux certain of the general observations 
which were made in reply by the Department of Justice f which are: 

JU The proposed plan would render our present Extradition 
Treaties inoperative and would require a change in our laws and 
it might be more practicable to amend such of the present treaties 
as may be dcenr.ed inadequate , 

2, The plan does net contain an enumerated list of 
extruaitable offenses as do our present treaties, hh ether an 
offense is extraditable depends on the sentence imposed or imposable, 

S, The present treaties for the most part cover only, 
major crimes or the more serious offenses, 

4, The action that is to be taken after the accueea t o 
arrest and what the procedure Is are not entirely clear •

Purine the last General Assembly in PRAGUE, resolution 
nr. 6 relating to extradition wa3 adopted with the purpose .of uni- 
fying the rule 3 regulating the law in this field and reinforcing 
the campaign against international criminal activity. 

It was recommended in this resolution that the delegates 
bring to the attention of their respective governments the project 
of the General Convention thus adopted, emphasising especially the 
importance of that section relating to the procedure of extradition 
and particularly the 25th article. 

In recalling your attention to thl3 project, the Secre- 
tary General of the I.C.P.C. would like to point out the interest 
ho has in being informed of the reception that has been given to 
the project by the legal authorities of your country. 

It would be particularly desirable if your government 
agreed to consider the descriptive circular as xho official notice 
of the warrant of arrest. In effect, this document contains all the 
desired elements of identification and refers as well to the warrant 
of arrest issued by a competent magistrate or sentence passed by an 
authority which is competent to prononce it. 

It brings together, therefore guarantees which are equally 
certain both as to the identity of the wanted individual and as to 
the authencity of the notipn taken.

The International Crtminal Police Commission had tts 
beginning prior to World var I when it t oas felt tfcat it was necessary 
to have cooperation among law enforcement agencies in the world to 
curb the activities of international crtntnals, With this fact in 
mind, international conference a were held i*\ various places such as 
Pit cn 03 Aires in 1903 , iiadrtd in 1909, and Washington, I. C,, (n 1913, 
The progress in forming tho organisation was slow but in 1923, Dr, 
Scholer, a former Austrian Chancellor and President of the Vtennese 
Police, brought representatives of various European police agencies 
to 7i enna to consider a simplification of extradition processes, the 
repression of the drug traffic, eta. The International Criminal 
Police Commission resulted and Vienna became the headquarters of the 
organisation. 

The Commission consisted of a President ( usually the 
^resident of the Vienna Police Departments Vice Presidents,

•fingerprint:} with the Identification Bureaus of foreign countries 
has contributed materially to the cause of more effective law 
er./orceroent. The International Exchange of Xinperprint3 not only 
provides o means of furnishing o cubjeot 's complete criminal history 
for the ansi stance of prosecuting attorneys, Judges and parole 
o//iccr3 In their respective activities, but also is of the utmost 
importance as a medium where by persons who are wonted In a country 
other than that In whtch they were orrested, may be identified as 
fugitives » *. 

During the 1943 fiscal year 79 foreign countries, 
territories and possessions of the United States, were cooperating 
in the International Exchange. During that period, 1,220 sets of 
fingerprints were transmitted to foreign countries for possible 
identification . Of these, 107 iJenil/icatlons were wade. For this 
same period , 21,310 prints were received from foreign countries. 

Over 14,125 were tdentl/led.

The valuable service performed fey the International Exchange 
of fingerprints wan well illustrated on one occasion when an 
individual ua3 received at the State Prison In Wisconsin to serve two 
terms of from one to five gears concurrently on charges of forgery 
and uttering. The. prison offioials requested the FBI to forward copies 
of the prtaonor'n fingerprints to England, Franoe, Auotrio and 
Belgium. As a result of this International Exchange of Fingerprints, 
a letter was received from Pew Scotland Tard In London advising that 
the individual in question had previously served an Imprisonment In 
Roms, Italy, on a- swindling charge . The letter also reported that 
this person was wanted by the Paris police on a warrant charging 
forgery and mahing use of forged documents. Scotland Tard announced 
that the prisoner incarcerated at the Wisconsin State Prison would 
be reported to the Paris poltoe. * ^ 

On another oooasion the FBI received from the police 
authorities at Berne, Switzerland , the fingerprints of one Roger 
Phtllippe Juve t. tie had been arrested tn Geneva for burglarizing a 
number of apartments . ills fingerprint impressions were searched 
against the filee of the FBI's Identt/loation Division and the 
resulting identification showed that this man had received maximum 
sentences totaling 55 years during his career as a burglar in the 
Putted States. 

Jn 194 4 the Identification Division of the FBI received 
a /ingerprlnt card on one individual from the Commissioner's 0//tce* 
Habitual Criminals* Registry, Dublin, Ireland, The report accompanying 



the card indicated thot on March 19, 1944, a woman presumably the 
wife of the Individual In question end tbe mother of two email children, 
became ill und was removed to a hospital in DubJln. Che died, however, 
before arrival . Subsequently, cn examt nation established that the 
woman bad died of potassium cyanide poisoning and after investigation, 
her husband was charged with tho murder. The Dubltn authorities, 
apparently not oatlaflad with the nan's al^ry and in an e//ort to 
obtain more faota relative to his background, appealed to the FBI • 

FBI files reflected that this person ioas hnoicn under another nan*. 

He bad an FBI Humber and on extensive criminal record dottnp baoH 
♦o 2929. He u >33 wanted by the Greenoastle, Indiana, State Farm for 
escape and by the Stillwater,' Minnesota, State Penitentiary, for 
violation of his parole • 

-Requests for io/ormatlon and Investigation are constantly 
being received by tbe FBI from the International Criminal Police 
Commission. Of interest to one recent request for information 
concerning on individual irbo used almost 40 aliases. The FBI wa8 
able, however , to identify the person who i s presently being considered 
for deportation by the French authorities • 

FBI records revealed that the individual in question had 
been investigated by the FBI in 1033 for Impersonation of a Federal 
officer. Tna subject subsequently pleaded guilty to three count* 
charging impersonation and was sentenced by tbe United States District 
Court in Mobile, Alabama, to serve three years in the Federal 
Penitentiary at Atlanta, Georgia. 

This individual, ot tbe time of his trial, advised the court 
that ho was a German citizen and bad entered the United States about 


1911, He olatmed he had never been naturalized in this country. 

On H^rch 7, 1941, he teas released from tlie United States 
Penitentiary at Atlanta, but shortly tharea/ter was arrested for 
trying to effect a Dwindle, On Way C, 1041, he was returned to the 
United States Pe?>ltent iury at Atlanta as a conditional release 
violator * 

On January 10, 1942, he wa$ held by the United States 
Immigration and Naturalization Service os an alien enemy on tho basis 
of a presidential warrant and was Interned on February 9, 1942 • On 
January 7, 194 J, ho was repatriated to Germany. 

OurloujJy enough this Individual claimed to have acquired 
U . 5. ciiizjnahip by ia'ning the oath of allegiance io the united States 
when he Joined the Un lied Statee Army in 1006. 

A Chech o/ the records of the United States Army /ailed to 
dlsolose any record of his military service. In addition, an 
apparent inconsistency exists inasmuch as he had previously related 
durinp his trial tn 1D3Q that he hod entered the United States about 

ion* 

In December 1943, the Central Italian 0//tce of the 
International Criminal Police Commission advised the FBI that a 
certain individual- the bearer of a Sntted States passport , was wanted 
by the Italian authorities for murder and for dealing in narcotics. 

A check by tho FBI with the State Department revealed 
pertinent information concerning the person in question, even to an 
address in Dew Jersey where he lived as late as 2040. Director Hoover 


of the FBI forwarded this information to the Italian authorities with 
the suggestion that in the event extradition process was desirable 
the matter should be taken up through appropriate channels* 

Tju; International Criminal Police Commission continues

"With regard to inquiries received from the ICPC, you are . ( 
directed to place the necessary instruction u ,'in effect to liandle 
such inquiries in the following manner* 

1# Circulars and flyers are not to be handled, but -will 
be destroyed upon receipt* 

2. Inquiries requesting information, by signature or form 
letter, will bo honored. Those pertaining to identification matter 
only will be handled by the Identification Division and acknowledged 
by air mails Inquiries lor ’any information* shall be handled by a 
search through the Identification Division files, and the results 
furnished to the Foreign liaison Desk which will cause a search of 
the Records Section to be trade and prepare the acknowledgment to 
I CPC* Inquiries received requesting placement of a wanted notice 
will be made where a positivo record is located* Ihe notation 
shall read* ‘Location desired by International Criminal Police 
Commission, Paris, France (reason given by ICPC for desiring 
subjects apprehension) per information received (date).* Upon 
receipt of information indicating the wanted subject’s location, 
a copy of the record will be furnished the Foreign Liaison Desk 
for preparation of an air mail letter to ICPC*" 



The above procedure was discussed pome time ago with Messrs* Ladd, 
Fletcher, and Keay in the Security Division and was approved informally by the 
Executives Conference with Dossrs. Tolson, Ulavin, Iletchsr, Nichols, boson, 
Mohr, Tarsons, and Tracy in attendance* A letter was sent under date of 
June 15, 1949, to tho Legal Attache, Pari3, France, advising him in order that 
ho might inform representatives of the ICPC os to the procedure being followed 
in the bureau relative to the placing of wanted notices and searching in tho 
Identification Division filos*

Under the ICPC organization, requests for investigation in foroign 
countries can be sent to the Hoadouarters of the Commission in Paris, Prance, or they 
can bo sent dlrectlv to t o "Control Offices*’ located in the various countries. In 
tho latter instance, for statistical purposes, and in order to maintain records on 
international criminals, the ICPC Headquarters in Paris desires to receive a copy 
of the request. This latter provision, however, is not mandatory, and there appears 
to be no reason why the Bureau should follow that procedure. 

The ICPC also maintains a radio network in Europe which involves the 
"Central Offices" in Paris, Brussels, London, Luxem’ •mrg, Rome, Bern (Zurich), 

The Hague, Stockholm, Lisbon, Copenhagen, Saarbrurk, Badon, and Trieste. It is 
believed that cablegraohic requests for investigations in those countries could be 
handled most economically by cable cormmnica tion vdth the ICPC Headquarters in 
Paris, which, in turn, "will relay the message to the interested agency.

As already reported by cablegram, the meetings in Berne were 
held in a moot cordial and friendly atmosphere. No untoward incident* ©f 
any kirei occurred. All the countries which had accepted the invitation to 
attend were present except the delegates from Hungary and Uruguay. Czecho- 
slovakia, which sent three delegates, was the only "Iron Curtain" country 
in attendance. 


The Swiss authorities, as hosts of the Commission, were extremely 
cordial. The sessions wore held in the National Assembly Chanfcer (House of 
Representatives), a rare privilege. A reception was given the delegates by 
the Canton of Borne, and a dinner was offered by the Berne City Government. 
The Swiss Tourist Bureau sponsored a sightseeing tour of the city, as well 
sJi an all-day excursion and lunch, on Friday, October 14, 1949, 

References to the Bureau and Mr. Hoover will be found in the 
minutes of the meetings. 

The work of the Commission, as well as continued participation by 
the Bureau, will be discussed with Bureau officials during my stay in 
Washington next month.

This Organization maintains itB Headquarters in 
Purls, France, ond one of its principal facilities Is the establishment of 
channels for conducting criminal inquiries in foreign countries. Lends in 
countries which are members of the ICPC can be covered by addreosing tho request 
directly to the indicated official of the ICPC member agency in the country in 
question. These communications should be sent confidential via air mall with a 
tickler copy designated for the Foreign Liaison Desk. While open cable messages 
cun be sent to any of the member agencies, it is frequently more economical to 
send a cablegraphic request to the ICPC Headquarters in Paris for relaying on 
to tho member agency through the ICPC radio network in Europe.
